BRIBERY OF WITNESSES. 

It was proved that Mis: Cicm offered her 
sewing gir! $500 if she would swear that she 
was at ber home during the afternoon of the 
marder. By means of bribes and threats 

preomred her niece, ber sister-and-law, 

apd ap Irish servant girl to swear before the 
Grand Jary that she was at home aud at the 
house of her sisterin-iaw, next door, 
during that afternoon, and these per- 
sons aiterwards confessed their rja- 
ties, and testified on oath that she had sub- 
orned them. She procured a book-pedler to 
swear that be had delivered a book to her in 
person, at ber house, the afternoon of the 
murder; and perenaded a miller, who had 
delivered a sack of flour at her house on 
another day, to swear that it was the day of 
the murder, and that be conversed with her 
at the very hour of the murder. She pro- 
oured another man to swear that he met ber 
the Indianapolis Post Office, and acci- 
tally trod ber dress, aad apologized 
to ber, the same afternoon. She procured 
Oo women to ewear that they met ber shop- 
gin adry goods store afew minutes af- 
terwards. Immediately upoo her retarn 
from the murder, she told neighbor, 
who notic: d her flashed sppearance, toat «he 
bad been at home, canning grapes over the 
hot stove a!! the afteri oon of the murder, the 
fant being that no grapes had been casned.

If apy argument were needed to show 
the folly of a strike among the laboring 
men of this city, the statement published 
in Tue Trrecne, of the ivcrease in the 
deposits of the savings banks, will fur- 
nish it. There are at this time in active 
employment in this city, at wages hitherto 


trades: 

Furniture and cabinei-makers, includ- 
ing carvers, gildcrs, varnishera, polishers, 
and wuphoelsterers; plambers, gas and 
ateam-fitters; tinmners and metal-roofers ; 
workers in brass; iron-founders, includ- 
ing pattern-makers, moulders, polishers ; 
warble and stone-cutters, polishers, &c.; 


ing. the branches; blacksimitlis, 
wheelwrights, carpenters, stair-boild- 
ers, sasheand blind makers, horse- 


shoers, operatives in iwon mills, and tn the 
yarious machine shops and foundries ; tool 
and instrament makers; engine-builders 
showease-imakers ; eugineers, and patent 
roofers. T'o these must be added the vast 
army of hod-carriers, and the other inbor- 
ers attendant upon builders, and employed 
in an immensely-increased general 
ness ; teamsters, express Wagoners, railroad 
hands; and car-drivers. In addi- 
tion are the tailors, shoemakers, and 
clerks, and others having inereased e:n- 
ployment. It is safe to assume that there 
is an average of four persons now engage 
in all these trades and occupations to the 
one sp employed in this city at the time 
of the tire, and that, in addition to the in- 
crease in tamber, the average wages have 
-increased over 50 per cent in the same 
time. Taking a moderate estimate of the 
increase im the population of this 
city since the § fire, we may 
assume that. there are at this time 
50,000, men now at steady, regular employ- 
ment in this city, and that thore ave in 
the same way employed in day’s labor 
from 15,000 te 26,000 women, boys, and 
girls.” Wede not inelude in the latter 
those employed at domestic service, who, 
as a class, are better paid than any other. 
The daily earnings of these people do not 
ageregate much leas than £170,000, or a 
‘totalof weekly wages in excess of one | 
willion of dollars. This sum is paid out 
weekly in cash,-and distributed among : 
the families whose heads and members are 
‘thus employed. One savings bank in this 
_ city shows an increase of 480 individual 
‘depositors during the month of Jane. 
Now, a strike to be of any force must in- 
clude not only all the men of a particular 
‘trade, but of all the trades. A suspension 
Of terk by the mechanics of a particular 
nde operates upon other trades, and par- 
ticularly upon the laborers. A strike of 
stone-cutters practically suspends’ the 
work of byricklayers, and car- 
penters, and painters, and lathers, and 
plasterers, upon all buildings of which 
cut-stene is an important material, and it 
forces out of work all the classes of labor- 
ers who serve these mechanics. A strike, 
therefore; suspends the weekly distritn- 
tion of a very large portion of this million 
of dollars, and to the extent of that 
suspension i<a dead loss of that amount 
of money to the mechanical laboring men. 
It alse involves a direct loss to employers 
of an equal amount. In fact, the loss 
resttiting from a strike of any considerabic 
duration extends so widely, and affects so 
many remote interests indirectly, that it is 
difficult tecempnte it. Bat the great loss, 
because it is direct and is total in its 
churacter, falls upon tie men whose wages 
atop. 
The btrikes in New they 
have not’ been general, have involveda 


of dottats, besides the waste of money in 
dissipation, .and the demoralization 
which jnevitably results from a 
term ef ji@lepess. This loss is bitterly 
experienced by the families of these work- 
men thus suddenly cat off from their rega- 
lar wages; This loss also renders any 
such thing as saving ont of the question. 
On the contrary, it necessitates many days 
and week4 of-hard labor to make good the 
deficiency: ‘caused by the stoppage of 
wages. 
In Chieage we have had no strike, 
though there have beeu repeated efforts 
made te produce one. All the trades we 
have named, and all the others whose 
work has been increased because of the 
increase of poynilation, have worked 


New Years Dey, and many of them all 
through the winter. Instead of mortgag- 
ing their wages for months to come 
to nuake.good the logses resulting from 
stopping work for six or eight weeks, as 
in New York; the Chicago workmen have 
been making the most of the opportunity. 
We hare six savings banks in this city, 
and the basineSs of these furnishes a fair 
exhibit of the results of not striking. 
These six banks show an opening of new 


600 weekly. The old depositors, who 
found work immediately after the fire at 


their deposits; and in this way there is 
accumulating in these institutions a hand- 
sonié amoéunt of the surplus earnings of 
labor, that argues, stronger than ali other 
thiigs,.the criminal folly of a strike in 
Chicago. Long before the season of 1872 
will have passed, many hundreds of the 
workingemen and laborers of Chicago wil! 
have exchanged their savings for home-

Maryland Feeling. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
June 30. 
Preparations for the Baltimore Convention 
bave been folly made, aud the Monumental 
City people are expectant. At the Carroll. 
ton Hotel, which is the nawe of the large 
modern hostelry here, about 500 persons have 
solicited rooms by telegraph, and there are 
no more left, except for very distinguished 
folks who may happen to come along and be 
without quarters. This house, in its appoint- 
mente and architecture, compares with th 
best in the country. Is coat about half a 
million, and has been opened only a few 
months. At this place some of the largest 
delegations will have rooms and headquar- 
ters. Barnum’s Hote!, with ite accessories, 
the Saint Clair, Gay’s, Rennert’s, eto., lies 
only two blocks from the Carrollton. The 
Mount Vernon Hotel, the Eataw House, and 
the Howard House are in a more retired and 
distant part of the city; but the Eataw, par- 
ticularly, ie within ashort block of Ford's 
Theatre, where the Convention is to be. 
Taking in the minor hotels, there will be 
ample accommodation here; and the city, 
besides, contains plenty of lodging-houses 
and cheap boarding-houses in the central 
parte. 
HEAT AND HEALTH OF BALTIMORE, 

The beat has been for the past few days 
excessive, and bat little air stirring; so that, 
to walk along the main thorong>feros by 
night, one would seem to be im Havana,-- 
every body being in front of the honees, ard 
the hotels here are nearly all supplied with 
verandabs and porticos, which are filled 
with fanniog people, while itinerant bande 
of wnsicians play in the streets. 

There is a good deal of small-pox ia Balti- 
more: butthe same may be said of Phila- 
delpbia, Washington, and most of the East- 
erp cities, and it ie hardly probable that two 
deye’ tenure by strangers at the better inns 
will give them any unpleasant reouilec tions 
of the town. .
